DANGER IN OYSTERS. 


The wise person has his oysters 
cooked, knowing full well that 
danger lurks in the toothsome raw 
bivalves, unless there is full know¬ 
ledge where they come from. It 
is interesting to see that health 
authorities are issuing warnings 
against oysters. The Massachus¬ 
etts board of health has caution¬ 
ed Boston against oysters and 
clams dug near that city, and Dr. 
Daniel Lewis, president of the 
metropolitan sewerage commis¬ 
sion, ,and Mr. Daniel D. Jackson, 
bacteriologist of the New York 
water board, have both declared 
that many of the oysters supplied 
to the New York market come 
from neighboring waters that are 
literally nothing more than a 
strong solution of sewerage. 
“There IsfiT a square foot of the 
water of the harbor that isn’t 
polluted by se we rage,” says Dr. 
Lewis, “and I would no more 
think of eating an oyster or clam 
taken from these waters than 1 
would so much deadly poison.” 
It is slowly becoming recognized 
says the Spriagfieldf Mass.) Be* 
publican, that shellfish taken 
from dose about the harbor of a 
large city, under the present 
methods of disposing of sewerage, 
are admirably caeulated to con¬ 
vey the germs of typhoid fever.

The 
next stage he becomes drunken, 
and then looks at all bis fellow 
men who are not intoxicated, and 
thinks they are drunk, and him¬ 
self the only sober man in the 
crowd. He deceives many into 
taking him at his own valuation. 

In thinking so he is honest. So 
we t may say of the man who has 
practiced dishonesty to the limit, 
and looks upon his honest fellow- 
men as the dishonest ones. 

If yon tell a drunken man that 
he is drunk, he generally wants to 
fight. When the “respectable” 
dishonest man is told that he is 
so, and Ins schemes are exposed, 
he sets up a great shout of “stop 
thief,” and even then deceives 
many. 

It is not a pleasant task to ex¬ 
pose such characters, but if it 
were not done now and then they 
would overrun everything.

Bince the recent elections the 
politicians have been trying to de¬ 
tect the significance of the resul ts 
as they may relate to the Presi¬ 
dential contest newt year. From 
the methods of reasoning that 
have been applied in the past, the 
conclusion would be that all re¬ 
sults were influenced by local is¬ 
sues that had^-no bearing upon 
national affairs; and that is the 
general conclusion. 

The signs by which the trend 
of public sentiment has heretofore 
been discerned are Wo longe: to be 
trusted. The fact, that the Democ¬ 
racy die not hold its own in Ken¬ 
tucky, and barely in Maryland, 
and the Republicans could not re¬ 
gain their lost hold in Rhode Is¬ 
land and made great losses in New 
Jersey, does not- show any change 
in the political opinions of the 
people, so far as principles go? 
but that one party control for a 
long period of years wearies the 
electors and the tendency is to 
vote out the old and put in a new 
set of men. This done in the hope 
that a little less imposition will 
be practiced, than before; and is 
a notification to party managers 
that men of principle must be 
nominated for all offices, includ¬ 
ing the presidency. 

The triumph of Tom L. Johnson 
in the mayoralty contest in Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio, while Wot particularly 
a Democratic victory, was gained 
in opposition to Congressman Bur- 
on, a leading Republican, and 
who is said to have been urged to 
the contest by President Roose¬ 


velt. If this is true, it shows the 


President in the role of a politi 
daw seeking to block the Presi- 
iential prospect of a maw who 
might prove dangerous to die 
President's party. f The result of 
this election, combined with John¬ 
son's previous achievements, 
brings him into prominence as a 
possible candidate for President, 
either as a Democrat or an in* 
dependent. 

The triumphant election of John 
B. Moran as District Attorney in 
Boston, (.Suffolk County) is a not¬ 
able achievement, although of no 
poliiiei&l sigwificawee Jn a party 
or league sense, The two elements 
that are comforting iw the re¬ 
sult is that the people discern 
now and: then, the fact that a man 
is Jnfger than a party, and that the 
so called Irish vote |w Boston calx 
not always be delivered as eon- 
itabted for. It is upon his ability 
to deliver that vote* that Mayor 
Hiizgerald has maintained Ms hold 
in that city. It may be that had 
Moran not had a .sympathetic 


name, his vote would wot have 
been so large. But as Donovan 
was defeated for sheriff by ft man 
with aw Anglo Saxon name in the 
same county, tint evidence is, that 
a scnce of fdstiew was the deter* 
mining factor in the minds of tlm 
voters. If ought to serve as n 
warning to Fitzgerald that anoth¬ 
er mayoralty campaign in which, 
religious and racial patriotism or 
prMudi® is relied upon to win 
votes is quite likely to fail. 

Tin only remaining thing of 
importance is the Whitney epi¬ 
sode in the polities of that state. 
The Republican; papers cannot tell 
the truth about Its and not smirch 
many of their party leaders; and 
the Democratic papers are not 
democratic enough to do so. I 

The fact is that the crowd 
known as the Standard Oil clique 
were a little afraid that Gov.
